for. protection to the authorities. In the 
humane desire not to bear.too hard on 
the ignorant masses of Chinese, the 
British Government has been too upt to 
leave the respectable and law-abiding 
portion of the Qhinese to’the mercy of 
lawless moba fox some days, before crush- 
ing with a strong but really merciful 
hand, any attempt at riot or disturbance.- 
I merely mention this to account-for the 
little help we receive from the wealthier 
and supposed influential portion of the 
Chinese community, and, for the ourious 
apology of such a respectable man as | 
Eng Keng.” These ‘seein to be strong’ 
and significant remarks, coming, as they. 
do, from “a” Government Official. ‘They 
represent the migtake the Government at 
Singapore has committed in dealing 
with the Chinese in the Straits, and we 
may remark, incidentally, that they seem 
to us to represent equally forcibly and 
well the mistake the ‘British Govern- 
ment has committed through ita Minister 
in dealing with the Chinese nation geno- 
rally. The Straits Government. haa, 


| however, perceived its error first, ings- 


much as it dealt with the Chinese on the 
last. occasion. it had any trouble with 
them firmly and promptly; in that firm- 
ness and promptness the British Minister 
was Jacking in settling. with China for 
the murder of Mr Margary. It is to 
be oped, we shall follow the example 
now set by the Straits Government and 
do better next time, should the Chinese 
be pleased again to show their dislike to 
the “barbarian” by. murdering a few 
more British officials or subjects, 

. We are furnished-in these reports with 
s.very clear account of the riote, an ac- 
count which renders the seriousness of 
‘them all the more apparent. It 
seems that on the morning of Friday, 
the 15th, about half-past 7 o'clock, a Ser- 
geant-Major of Police noticed a crowd 
of Chinese reading » placard at the junc- 
tion of Philip snd Eling Streota; This 
placard had been put up during the 
night or early moraing, [¢ urged the 
murder of the Chinese atb-postmasters, 
and a general strike of all business and 
trade in order to compel the Government 
to givé up the establishment of post- 
offices, * . 

The new Sub-Fost Office. was opened 
about § o’elook. - A large crowd collected 
and increased, Warning was sent to the 
Central Police Office, and Inspeotor Tim- 
mins with 12 men were soon on the spot. 
About half-past § o’slook, a single brickbat 
from the opposite house was hurled at the- 
Post Office, and this was the signal for a 
general attack, The Police charged the 
niob, but were surrounded and stoned. Thoy 
arrested 16 rioters, but while taking them 
tothe Central Station they wore met b: 
another mob who rescued the prisoners and. 
forced the Police to retire. Almost simul 


'j taneously two other riots broke out, A 


number of Chinese ran down Compong 
Glam, stopping Gharries and closing shops, 
They were met and dealt with by Inspector 


‘| Ord and Sub-Inspector Horne, 15 of them 


being arrested. -Another mob attacked the 
New Market Police Station, occupied by 
Sergeant Dudameah and 10 men. The 
Sergeant speaks Chinese fluently, and 
warned the rioters back, but in vain, A rush 
was made on the Station and the Sergeant 
‘gaveordersto fire, Three men werekilled, 
andseveral wounded. The rioters then retir- 
ed, and a further. attack, which was medi-

an important centre of foreign trade. At 


present, our information ‘as to its resources- 


and staple products is extremely meagro:

this province. Secondly, that Wén Chow is 
the natural outlet of a large toa district, the 
produce of which has hitherto been brought 
to this port for sale.
